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Muscle Shoals Plan Formed 


Government operation of the nitrogen 
plants at Muscle Shoals has been almost 
assured through the final agreement of the 
conferees of the senate and the house on 
a plan for settling the question of disposing 
of the Muscle Shoals properties, which has 
been under consideration in Congress tor 
ten years. It is true that the compromise 
plan of disposal authorizes the President to 
hold open for a year an opportunity for the 
leasing of the nitrogen plants by industrial 
interests. But, the potential supply of ni- 
trogen in the United States, as well as in 
all other leading countries, is so large that 
a lease on the Muscle Shoals plants is not 
very attractive. 

Ten years ago, even five years ago, an 
opportunity to lease the Muscle Shoals 
plants for the manufacture of nitrogen fer- 
tilizer would have been welcomed by more 
than one chemical company. ‘Today, sep- 
arated from the power possibilities, as they 
are by the compromise plan, the nitrogen 
plants offer little promise of profitable oper- 
ation. The fact that the terms of the pro- 
posed lease limit the percentage of profit 
that the lessee can make adds nothing to 
the value of the lease. An attempt is made 
in the compromise plan to open the way 
for modern utilization of the nitrogen plants 
through providing that the lessee may de- 
velop the possibilities of by-products of the 
required manufacture of fertilizer. It is 
even provided that the lessee should be 
given preference to the extent of 15 percent 
of extra power from the government-oper- 
ated plants for use in the processing of by- 
products which cannot be used in the prep- 
aration of fertilizer. The extent to which 
the stipulated manufacture of fertilizer and 
the permitted development of by-products 
would tax the power possibilities of Muscle 
Shoals is problematical. The congressional 
conferees seem to have believed that much 
power would be left; as they have laid out 
an ambitious program for putting the gov- 
ernment into the power business. 


In case the President is unable to lease 
the Muscle Shoals nitrogen plants within a 
year, they are to be turned over to a Fed- 
eral corporation for operation. This cor- 
poration, it is provided, would devote itself 
to experimentation in the production and 
use of fertilizer, and would be required to 
assist State and other Federal agronomic 
organizations in the development of a cheap 
and efficient supply of plant-food for Amer- 
ican agriculture. This, of course, is one of 
those things about which it is possible and 
popular to do a deal of talking. The present 
low prices of fertilizer materials tell a dif- 
ferent story. 

Congress may approve the compromise 
plan for disposing of Muscle Shoals. It is 
less likely that the President would sign a 
bill of such purpose. If the plan should be 
adopted, and even though it requires the 
lessee to carry a stock of fertilizer, made in 
the plant, when no market support can be 
found for the stipulated rate of production, 
it might, to an extent, prove worthwhile for 
private enterprise to lease the Muscle Shoals 
nitrogen plants for the purpose of keeping 


the government from expensively venturing 
into the fertilizer business. 





Price-Cutting in New Attack 
Price-cutting has been attacked along un- 
usual, if not wholly new, lines in Nebraska. 
The attorney general of that State has filed 
in the District Court of Lancaster County 
a petition for a permanent injunction to re- 
strain the corporate owner of a chain of 
grocery stores, its agents and employvees— 
from intentional selling commodities at a 
lower rate in some sections, communities, and 
cities of Nebraska than is charged for the same 
commodities in other and different sections, com- 
munities, and cities of Nebraska, after making an 
allowance for the difference, if any, in the grade 
or quality and in the actual cost of transportation 
of such commodities from the point of production, 
if a raw material, and from the point of manufac- 
ture or distributions, if a manufactured prod- 
uct, for the purpose of destroying the business 
of local competitors in said sections, com- 
munities, and cities, and for such other, further 
and different relief as may be just and equitable. 


It is charged in the petition that the 
chain-store operator has performed and is 
performing the acts from which it is sought 
to get relief by injunction, and that these 
acts have been and are being performed 
“for the purpose of destroying the business 
of local competitors.” ‘These acts, it is con- 
tended, are in contravention of section 
59-501 of the compiled statutes of Nebraska 
for 1929, and, unless enjoined, “will cause 
irreparable injury to the local competitors 
of the defendant.” The proof to be adduced 
in support of the alleged discrimination 
should be easy to get. The supporting evi- 
dence in respect of the alleged damaging of, 
and intent to damage, local competitors 
should provide much that will be widely 
interesting; for it is at this point that sug- 
gestions that price-cutting be fought on the 
grounds that it damages competitors usually 
fall down. There is this difference between 
the Nebraska case and the usual planning 
for similar action: the preparation of the 
case for the complainant is in the hands of 
the State’s attorney who, naturally, is far 
abler than a more or less unified trade group 
to recognize evidence and to prepare and 
present it. He will, doubtless, have the as- 
sistance of local dealers; but, the main 
thing is that he knows how to make use 
of it. 

It may be argued that, as the major point 
in the Nebraska case is the discrimination 
in prices with respect to separate sections, 
unfairly competitive price-cutting is not 
directly attacked. The result, however, 
would be the same: if successful, the suit 
will prevent predatory price-cutting, and 
that is as far as any manner of attack could 
carry. If a similar action were contem- 
plated with respect to a more localized con- 
dition, discrimination would still be the 
most vulnerable aspect. The discrimination 
in such a case would be, however, that 
which enables the price-cutter to undersell 
his competitors. The laws that make dis- 
crimination in price illegal do not, at least 
as a usual thing, make a distinction between 
discrimination in the sale of a single article 
or that in respect of five gross. 


As was stated in these columns two weeks 
ago, new avenues of approach might prove 
helpful toward the elimination of the price- 
cutting evil. They could not be more dis- 
appointing than those which have been used. 
Hence, the outcome of the Nebraska experi- 
ment will be awaited with interest. Doubt- 
less, there are attorneys-general in other 
States, who would be found to be as appre- 
ciative as the Nebraska official of the wel- 
fare of the independent merchant.

Railroads and Pipelines 

In its long investigation of the reason- 
ableness of the multitude of freight rates 
which apply to the transportation by rail 
of petroleum and its products, the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission appears to 
have found considerable lack of harmony 
as well as a number of instances of prefer- 
ential and of prejudicial charges. The result 
of this investigation has been a general re- 
vision of the petroleum freight rates in the 
Southwest, between the Southwest and the 
East and the South, and in the South. AlI- 
though it has issued no orders to railroads, 
the commission has made it known that 
compliance with the new schedules is ex- 
pected to be completed in 120 days. The 
general revision makes advances as well as 
reductions from existing rates, the purpose 
being to secure harmony in rates rather 
than to affect the revenue of carriers. 


The new schedules fixed by the commis- 
sion comprise maximum charges. Carriers 
are allowed to exercise a deal of discretion 
as to how far they will cut under the max- 
imum rates for the purpose of meeting 
competition. The commission, naturally, re- 
serves the right to take action to avoid the 
offering of unreasonably low rates or of un- 
due preference or prejudice. It has been 
recognized by the commission that the rail- 
roads, in connection with the transportation 
of petroleum and its products, face an un- 
usual degree of competition. This competi- 
tion is increasing from water-borne freight 
and from tankwagon operations, as well as 
from pipelines, the effects of the increasing 
transportation of gasoline by pipeline hav- 
ing come to be particularly felt by the rail- 
roads. In recognition of this fact, the com- 
mission has deemed it better to let the rail- 
roads decide what is necessary in the way 
of rates to meet competition than to attempt 
to make this decision by the declaration of 
fixed schedules. 


This policy has the advantage of consid- 
erable flexibility. It gives a deal of latitude 
for meeting local conditions. One of the 
members of the commission in an explana- 
tory note said: “If the carriers wish to se- 
cure as much revenue as possible from 
this traffic, they will do well to disre- 
gard these maximum rates and devote their 
attention to the existing competition and 
still more to that which can be foreseen in 
the future.” It is not assured, however, 
that the commission would not see prefer- 
ence and prejudice if and when. a railroad 
attempted to disturb the relationship be- 
tween a freight rate to a point also served 
by a pipeline and that to a nearby point to 
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which the pipeline did not reach. The com- 
mission fixes the limits above which it will 
consider a freight rate unreasonable, but it 
does not similarly determine the limits of 


discrimination. 


It is generally expected that -the general 
revision of petroleum freight rates will en- 
able the railroads to meet, or, at least, better 
to withstand, the competition of pipelines in 
the traffic in gasoline and other petroleum

Oil Ownership Urged 


Independent Producers Contend 
Present System Allows 


Discrimination 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19, 1931. 
3rief hearings were held this week 


by the House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce on the proposal 
to separate oil pipelines from owner- 
ship of oil-producing properties. 

The only advocates were representa- 
tives of the Independent Petroleum 
Association of America, who asserted 
that this bill would make for free com- 
petition in the oil industry and would 
assist independent oil producers’ in 
seeking a market on an equal footing 
with large oil companies. 

Fayette B. Dow, Washington counsel 
of the American Petroleum Institute, 
appeared briefly and told the committee 
that it was impossible for the institute 
to prepare a case in such short time, as 
the legislation was only proposed Jan- 
vary 29. When he asked for an exten- 


sion of time, the committee replied 
that the hearings must be closed this 
week, and Mr. Dow later said that he 
probably would make no attempt to 
appear on the bill at this session of 
Congress, believing that the matter 


would undergo more detailed consider- 
ation in the next Congress. 


The bill before the committee was 
introduced by Representative Homer 
Hoch of Kansas and is in the form of 
an amendment to the interstate com- 
merce act prohibiting any common 
earrier to transport in interstate com- 
merce any article, except timber, pro- 
duced by it or in which it may have 
any interest except as may be neces- 


sary in the conduct of its business as a 
common carrier. There is a similar 
provision in the interstate commerce 
act, but it applies only to railroads, and 


had the main result of divesting rail- 
roads of their coal holdings. The ob- 


ject of the Hoch bill is to divest pipe- 
line companies of their oil-producing 
properties, although pipelines are not 
mentioned in the bill.

In response to an inquiry 
committee, the Interstate 
Commission declared that it has had 
little occasion to exercise its limited 
authority over interstate pipelines and 
so has no date on which to express an 
opinion as to whether the community 
of interest existing between pipelines 
and oil production and refining war- 
rants the extension of the commodity 
clause of the act to pipelines. The 
commission added that the commodity 
clause had been very useful in regula- 
tion of railroads. 

The principal advocate of the bill 
was Charles E. Bowles, statistician for 
the Independent Petroleum Association, 
who told the committee that the bill 
would aid the oil industry by causing 
the creation of a different type of crude 
oil purchasing system. He presented 
statistics showing the growth of the 
petroleum industry and the geograph- 
fecal relation of production to markets, 
pointing out that pipelines are essen- 
tial in collecting crude oi] and trans- 
porting it to refineries. The huge oil 
production in the Midcontinent area, 
he pointed out, must find a market in 
the large population centers of the 
East and it is now dependent on trans- 
portation facilities owned by the large 
integrated companies, which are inter- 
ested in production, refining, transpor- 
tation, and marketing of oil. He said 
that ten of these companies control the 
greater part of the tankship capacity, 
storage facilities, and pipelines, and 
that independent crude oil producers 
are dependent on these large compet- 
itors in order to market their oil. He 
said that in the present period of de- 
pression in the oil industry it is the 
large, integrated companies which are 
running closest to capacity, while the 
small companies dependent upon the 
transportation facilities of their com- 
petitors are nearly closed down.

In reply to questions from the com- 
mittee, Mr. Bowles said that, while the 
Hoch bill might not greatly hamper

Petroleum Embargo 
Discussion Postponed 


Ways and Means Committee Is 
Unable to Reach Garber 
Bill Friday 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20, 1931. 

The Garber bill for an embargo on 
imports of petroleum of crude _ pe- 
troleum met further delay today when 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives postponed 
the executive session at which it in- 
tends to consider this measure. 

The committee had planned to meet 
on this bill today, but instead con- 
tinued its hearings on the Russian em- 
bargo bill. Chairman Hawley said that 
Saturday afternoon would be the 
earliest that the committee could con- 
sider the Garber bill. 

The ways and means committee ear- 
ly this week completed hearings on the 
Capper-Garber bill to limit crude pe- 
troleum imports to 16,000,000 barrels 
annually for three years, prohibiting 
the importation of refined products en- 
tirely. Practically the same arguments 
for and against the bill were advanced 
as were presented to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce which earlier re- 
ported the Capper bill, identical with 
the Garber bill in the house. 

Discussion of a possible congression- 
al investigation of the oil industry fea- 
tured the committee’s consideration of 
the bill. Representative John Garner 
of Texas, ranking minority member, 
said he favored an investigation, which 
he thought would help rather than 
harm the industry and which might 
result in bringing closer together the 
prices of crude oil and gasoline. 

Considerable discussion was also 
given to the League of Nations treaty, 
to which the United States is a party, 
binding the signatories to refrain from 
enacting embargoes or trade parriers. 
Advocates of the oil bar pointed out 
that none of the countries which send 
oil to the United States are parties to 
this treaty and that the treaty permits 
embargoes in times of great national 
emergency, which they said is what is 
now facing the oil industry. 

The report made last week by the 
Tariff Commission on costs of producing 
domestic and Venezuelan oil was also 
made much of by both advocates and 
opponents of the Garber bill. tepre- 
sentatives of the Independent Petro- 
leum Association declared this report 
showed the necessity for a tariff of at 
least $1 a barrel on crude, while At- 
lantic seaboard consuming interests 
said that, although Venezuelan oil is 
cheaper, it is also less valuable, so that 
domestic Midcontinent oil actually has 
a price advantage on the Atlantic sea- 
board. They declared the embargo 
would increase the price of fuel oil $1 
per barrel and gasoline 4 cents per 
gallon, and pointed out that those 
having most to gain by this would be 
the large petroleum companies which 
now hold enormous stocks of crude and 
refined petroleum,

Muscle Shoals Plan 
Devised by Congress 


Confrerees Finally Reach De- 
cision to Offer Nitrogen 


Plants For Leasing 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20, 1931. 


The house, late today, took up con- 


sideration of the conference report on 
Muscle Shoals with the expectation 
that the plan would be approved by 
both branches of Congress by the end 
of the week. 

The conference report is a compro- 
mise between the Muscle Shvals bill 
passed by the senate and that passed 
by the house last year and contains 
features of both measures. The com- 
promise follows the general lines laid 


down for agreement many months ago, 
but the conferences have never before 
been able to agree on details. 


Agreement on the conference report 
came as a complete surprise, as all 
hope had been given up for the re- 


mainder of the session after repeated 
failure of the conferees to reach har- 
signed by all 


mony. The report was 
the conferees except Representative 
Harry C. Ransley of the Pennsylvania, 


ranking house conferee Representative 
Carroll B. Reece of Tennessee signed 
the report with a statement that he 
does not approve of the compromise 
but sees no hope of anything better 
and is willing to let this measure come 
to a vote in both house and senate. 

The agreement comes after the 
nounced intention of Senator Hugo L. 
Black of Alabama to thlibuster to torce 
an extra session unless Muscle Shoals 
legislation is completed. An attempt

Lease Open for a Year 


The conference report, which is actu- 
ally an entirely new bill, creates a 
Federal corporation to operate the gov- 
ernment establishment on the Tennes- 
see River for both hydroelectric power 
und the production and distribution of 
fertilizer and fixed nitrogen, but for a 
period of a year the President may at- 
tempt to negotiate a lease with private 
capital to operate the fertilizer project. 
The Federal corporation is to be headed 
by a board of three directors, appointed 
by the President, none of whom shall 
have any interest in electric power, 
nitrogen or fertilizer, or in any indus- 
try which might be injured by the suc- 
cess of the Muscle Shoals project. 
There is to be a general manager, with 
an assistant for the power project and 
another for the nitrate project. 

The corporation is to have authority 
to operate the Muscle Shoals plants for 
the experimental production of fer- 
tilizer by various processes and in dif- 
ferent forms and may contract for the 
purchase of fertilizer or ingredients to 
carry out its experimental program. 
Either directly or in co-operation with 
other interests the corporation is to 
conduct large-scale experiments in the 
application of fertilizer to the land, and 
fertilizer may be sold to State organi- 
zations or farmers’ co-operatives, The 
corporation may supply the army and 
navy with nitrogen needs, on demand, 
and the whole project is to be available 
for military purposes in time of na- 
tional emergency.

Urged as Tariff Guide 


Butter Producers Take Lead at 
‘*. 9% ° 
Commission’s Hearing on 
Competition 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17, 1931. 

Demands that it make the “first real” 
investigation into the actual costs of 
producing animal, vegetable, and ma- 
rine oils and of the possibilities of 
their interchange in use were made to 
the United States Tariff Commission 
by dairy interests today in the course 
of a hearing on certain vegetable oils. 

The commission is conducting a 
special investigation of the competition 
between domestic and foreign oils, di- 
rected by a senate resolution last Sum- 
mer. The results of the investigation 
cannot be used by the President to 
alter duties, but the commission is di- 
recited to report to the senate on the 
producing and transporting 
various foreign oils and on the degree 
of competition they give domestic oils. 

The oils discussed at the hearing to- 
day were palm, palmkernel, rapeseed, 
sesame, coconut, perilla, soybean, pea- 
nut, cottonseed, menhaden, whale, sar- 
dine, pilchard, corn, and oleo, and but- 
ter fat, lard and tallow. Olive oil is 
the subject of a separate investigation 
now pending in the commission, and 
linseed oil was the subject of an in- 
vestigation completed a little more 
than a year ago. 

John B. Gordon, of the Bureau of 
Raw Materials of the Vegetable Oils 
Industry, had charge of presenting evi- 
dence for importers. 

Representatives of American agri- 
cultural interests urged the commis- 
sion not to make this a superficial in- 
vestigation based on invoice prices or 
on prices paid by crushing mills, but 
to send farm accountants into produc- 
tion areas to obtain actual costs of 
producing the oil-bearing materials, 
the actual costs of crushing and refin- 
ing, and the actual costs of transport- 
ing to United States markets, and then 
compare these with similar studies of 
domestic oils and fats. 

On the question of interchangeabil- 
ity, they urged the commission not to 
rely on statements of manufacturers 
that certain oils cannot be adapted for 
certain purposes, but to study the 
latest developments in hydrogenation 
and vegetable oil technique and to ex- 
amine formulas of manufacturers to 
consider the possible future competi- 
tion among the various oils. 


Tinplate and Soap Needs 


The hearing opened with Thomas J. 
Daugherty, tariff counsel of the Amer- 
ican Iron and Steel Institute, who ap- 
peared for twelve tinplate manufac- 
turers and declared that palm oil is 
indispensable for tinplate manufacture 
and that investigations by the institute 
and by the producers of other oils 
have failed to find a satisfactory sub- 
stitute. He produced as a witness P. 
R. Crawford, of the McKeesport Iron 
& Steel Company, McKeesport, Pa., 
who explained the use of palm oil in 
tin plating. 

Under questioning, Mr. Crawford 
stated that the tinplate industry uses 
from 7,000 to 9,000 tons of palm oil a 
year out of annual imports of around 
120,000 to 130,000 tons, and that about 
8 pounds of oil are required per ton of 
tinplate, making the cost of the oil only 





costs of 


about 44 cents per ton of finished 
products. 
Soap manufacturers were repre- 


sented by a number of witnesses. par- 
ticularly F. M. Barnes, of the Amer- 
ican Laundry Soap Manufacturers. He 
said imports of foreign oils are essen- 
tial to meet specific needs and because 


there is a shortage of industrial oils 
in the United States. While the soap 
manufacturers use all domestic oils 


available, he said he could see no hope 
of ever producing enough in the 
United States, because most domestic 
soap oils are refuse oils and it is im- 
possible to expand the production. 

The present tariff structure on oils 
was described as ideal by Mr. Barnes, 
who pointed out that, generally speak- 
ing, it protects domestic oils which 
ure mainly edible and which are the 
highest-priced oils in the world, while 
at the same time permitting the free 
importation of many soap oils when 
denatured, American exports, he 
pointed out, are of high-priced edible 
while imports are of about the 
same amount, but of low-priced indus- 
trial oils. 

W. KB. Chittenden, of 
Palmolive-Peet Company, 
commission palm oil is essential in 
making yellow household soap and 
that palm-kernel oil and sesame oil 
are also essential and no substitute 
oils are produced in this country.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18, 1831. 
Diammonium phosphate is not en- 





titled to free importation as a ferti- 
lizer, the Commissioner of Customs 
ruled. The commodity was found to 


contain 21 percent of nitrogen and 53 
percent of phosphorus pentoxide, and 
it was ruled that it should be classified 
as ammonium phosphate, dutiable at 
1% cents per pound under paragraph 
7 of the tariff act of 1930. 


Methanol Safeguards 
Sought by Government 


Doran Attacks Misrepresentation 
As Denatured Alcohol 


—Laws Proposed 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 19, 1931. 

The mounting roll of death and in- 
jury caused by the drinking of metha- 
nol has fostered rapid action on at- 
tempts at government control. While 
State laws and city ordinances are be- 
ing proposed and enacted in many lo- 
calities, three different plans for Fed- 
eral control are now before Congress; 
the senate has requested the Bureau 
of Mines to explain its recent report 
declaring methanol to be a safe anti- 
freeze, and the Bureau of Industrial 
Aleohol has moved to prevent confus- 
ion of methanol with ethyl alcohol. 

An order was issued this week hy 
James M. Doran, Commissioner of In- 
dustrial Alcohol, instructing permit 
supervisors to stop all sales of metha- 
nol when it is sold or advertised under 
circumstances which would lead or is 
likely to lead purchasers to believe that 
it is completely denatured alcohol or 
substantially the same as such alcohol. 

Commissioner Doran declared that 
it is a violation of regulations to sell 
anything as denatured alcohol except 
denatured alcohol complying with ap- 
proved formulas, and that attorneys in 
his bureau believe that the sale of 
methanol under circumstances leading 
the purchasers to believe it was the 
same as completely denatured alcohol 
is a criminal offense. His agents have 


been instructed to turn over evidence 
to the district attorneys, and, of course, 
decision to prosecute would lie with 
these attorneys. 
Regulation Proposed 
A plan to regulate methanol under 
the national prohibition act is con- 


tained in identical bills introduced in 
the senate and house by Senator Hiram 
Bingham of Connecticut and Represen- 
tative Edward W. Goss of Connecticut. 
These measures would add a paragraph 
to section 8 of title III of the act pro- 
viding that wood alcohol, by whatever 
name known or whatever processes 
made, shall not be used in any food 
or drink, medicinal compound or anti- 
freeze preparation, nor sold for any 
purpose, except under permit and reg- 
ulations by the Commissioner of In- 
dustrial Alcohol and then only under 
a conspicuous poison label warning of 
danger from drinking, skin absorption, 
or inhalation of vapors. 

Congressman Goss is from Water- 
bury, where a stringent city ordinance 
against the sale of methanol was re- 
cently adopted. 

A bill is pending in the house, spon- 
sored by Representative Fred Britten 
of Illinois, prohibiting the interstate 
shipment of any methanol except under 
a conspicuous poison label, and giv- 
ing the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion enforcement of the measure. 

In the senate there is pending a bill 
by Senator Kenneth McKellar of Ten- 
nessee prohibiting the interstate ship- 
ment in less than tankcar lots of any 
antifreeze containing in excess of 10 
percent of methanol except when dis- 


tinctively colored, denatured with a 
substance to produce vomiting, and 
bearing a poison label. The Public 


Health Service would have the enforce- 
ment of this act and in the District of 
Columbia and other places subject to 
Federal control sales in less than bar- 
rel lots, except when placed directly in 
radiators, must be registered in the 
manner of other poison sales. This sec- 
ond section of the bill, however, is 
made to apply to all antifreeze prepara- 
tions containing 10 percent or more of 
either methanol or ethyl alcohol or 


both.

Because of the spas- 
modic nature of current trading the 
day-to-day progress of the market has 
not shown much of the betterment, but

been determined there has been a 
slight increase noted. 

The principal price development of 


the week was an advance in the price 
ot East India black, bold, half-scraped 
Copal gum, which its im- 
portance in the fact that it represented 
the initial price advance in the varnish 
sum market for several weeks. The 
idvance was caused by a shortage of 
stocks. Other changes in the varnish 
<um list last week were in a downward

Prices for cadmium yellow 
were also lowered last week because 
of a decline in the price of the raw 
material. This movement, however, 
was not a universal one, and some 
sellers were holding for the former 
usking level. 

It was interesting to note from the 
annual report issued last week by a 
leading producer of lead derivatives, 


which revealed that sales of white 


cember output, the market took a 
stiffer appearance and on Thursday 
was advanced 10 points. Steady ad- 
vances in the market at London were 
also responsible for the mark-up in 
local markets, which placed the New 
York market at 4.60c. per pound and 
East St. Louis at 4.40c. per pound. The 


one distressing feature of January sta- 
tistics was the drop of 2,900 tons of 
shipments and the increase of almost 
13,000 tons of stocks. January stocks 
at the close of that month were 113,145 
tons, compared with 103,247 tons at the 
end of 1930. The January’ stocks 
ereated a new high record, according 
to the American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tistics. The output in January was 
47,297 tons, compared with 53,209 tons 
in December.

Litharge.—The commercial product 
rested at the basis of 7c. per pound 
in casks and, reflecting the positiva of 
the basic raw material, the tone wos 


a& very even one. Like other lead 
oxides, the makers reported a on- 
tinued upturn in interest. The up- 
turn was very small however, and it 
wis not to be indecated that the pro- 


ducers were very busy. 

Lithopone.—From representative 
selling directions it was indicated that 
Kebruary sales were running quite 
weak ahead of the corresponcing 
period in January. The past week Was 
equal in point of volume with its pre- 
decessor, Current demand were mostly 
for small lots; there was a virtnal 
absence of car lot business, according 
to some producers. The price remained 
firm at 414c. to 4%4c. per pound in car 
lot quantities. 

Orange Mineral.—There was only a 
small market for this commodity last 
week but the producers said that it 
shared the improving conditions of 
other lead oxides. The market cccu- 
pied a steady price positon at Ic. to 
1114¢. per pound. ; 

Titanium Pigment.—The market for 
this article continued to run well ahead 
of the remainder of the group of pig- 
ment materials. Last week’s deliveries 
continued te hold the aggregate for 
February to date well ahead of the cor- 
responding period a month ago. Prices 
were rigidly firm at 64c. to 6%c. per 
pound in car iots. 

Zinc Oxide.—Like other pigment ma- 
terials, the sellers continued to report 
small improvements here and there. 
Ordering was strictly on a bare re- 
placement basis and most of the cur- 
rent business was for small and less 
than carload quantities. The prices for 
all grades continued to hold aloof from 
the position of the prime western metal. 
There has been no recent change in the 
position of the imported material, which 
could be shaded on demand. 

Barytes.—This business also showed 
signs of improvement in certain direc- 
tions. On the whole, demand was quite 
spotty with a good number of orders on 
one day and a state of dormancy on 
the next. The sellers continued to hold 
their prices in a steady position. 


Dry Colors 


A continued run of the sort of de- 
mand that has been featuring the mar- 
ket for chemical colors during recent 
weeks has given the sales aggregate 
for February to date a rather good as- 
pect. It was not to be construed that 
the makers of colors were doing what 
might be called a “good” business but 
it has initiated encouraging sentiments 
and the color trade was apparently 
past the worst of the long depress. 
Earth colors were also in better de- 
mand. While much of the current de- 
mand was confined to small lots for im- 
mediate use there were occasional or- 
ders of size. Competition among the 
sellers was still as prevalent as before 
but so far as could be learned the con- 
tract schedules were unbroken. 

Cadmium Sulphide.—Because of a 
decline in the value of cadmium 
metal, some sellers of this derivative 
were offering supplies at the basis of 
SOc. per pound last week. The figure 
represented a reduction of 10c. per 
pound but was not a universal mark- 
down and some sellers were holding 
tor the former figure of 90c. per pound. 

Carbon Black.—The week under re- 
view did not fetch much of a change 
in the position of this commodity. The 
rubber trade and also the paint and 
ink manufacturing industries were 
buying infrequently and in single car 
lots, While the prices remained steady 
for the moment at 3c. per pound, f.o.b. 
Texas and 3.10c. per pound nominally 
at Louisiana. 

Chrome Green.—There has been no 
recent change in the position of this 
commodity. Despite recent shading in 
certain directions, according to re- 
ports, the manufacturers have been 
able to maintain their schedules. 

Chrome Yellow.—Contract withdraw- 
als of this color have been maintaining 
a fairly good volume of late. The past 
week brought further lift to things, 
and, although only a small betterment 
was noted, it will help to give the 
month of February a rather good as- 
pect. Prices were firm and un- 
changed. 

Iron Blues.—While spot transactions 
were rather few and far between, the 
steady withdrawal of materials against 
contracts supplied a rather good char- 
acterization to this market. Withdraw- 
als were still for very limited amounts, 
but continued to show more frequency. 
Prices were maintained firmly. 

Iron Oxides.—The political disturb- 
ances in Spain last week did not have 
any immediate effect upon the position 
of Spanish oxides, but the sharp rise 
in the value of the peseta at the close 
of the week would indicate a stiffening 
of values for the oxide inasmuch as the 
decline that took place a few weeks 
ago was mainly the result of a pre- 
vious drop in Spanish currency values. 

Mercury Red Oxide.—Although not a 
development confined to the past week, 


the low position of the metal has 
forced the technical grade of this de- 
rivative down to $1.85 per pound. 
Ocher.—Improvements here and there 
on the demand side of the market fur- 
nished ‘the week’s only feature. The 
prices were markedly easy in some 
quarters, but quotable unchanged since 
the reduction in dark grades of French 
at the commencement of the year. 
Sienna.—The week failed to furnish 
anything in the way of a change in this 
product. Demands continued in limited 
quantity, while prices shared the gen- 
eral conditions of other earth colors. 


Colors in Oil 


Repiacement movements in the group 
of oil colors were conducted in a very 
limited fashion last week. A distinct 


spottiness was the best that could be 
said for things, while in many chan- 
nels of outlet business was almost at 
i standstill. There have been no open 
changes in the schedules for the ya- 
rious colors, but price cutting was he- 
ing practiced to a tar-reaching extent. 


Varnish Gums 


Because of a shortage of stocks in 
Mast India black bold half-scraped 
‘opal gum, the asking price for that 
sum was advanced last week and the 
varnish gum market witnessed its jni- 
tial price advance based upon supply 
ind demand conditions for many weeks. 
Such other changes that occurred last 
week and for the past several weeks 
were in a downward direction. Unlike 
other branches of the trade, the group 
of varnish gums were not able to show 
any visible improvement of purchasing 
interest during the period under re- 
view. The market, however, suffered 
no evident retrogression, merely hold- 
ing its own over the period. Macassar 
sums have been a little easier recently 
hut other copals were rather steady. 
Of course, there have been fractional 
concessions throughout the entire list 
of prices and such a condition was 
again present last week where small 
shading resulted from competition 
among suppliers. 

Copals.—A rise in the price of East 
India black bold half-scraped gum was 
the week’s feature. Shortage of supply 
marked the prices up from 5%c. per 
pound to the level of 644c. to Te. per 
pound. The general inclination was 
toward the higher figure and as the 
week closed there were not many of- 
ferings at the 6%c. per pound level. 
Other gradings of this gum were un- 
changed. The recent easiness in Macas- 
sars brought prices for the Loba A 
down to lle. to 12¢. per pound, while B 
lobas were sharply off at 914c. to 10c. 
per pound. The CNE grading was re- 
duced to the basis of 6c. to Te. per 
pound. Congo sorts continued with 
some element of easiness. 

Dammar.—The position of the mar- 
ket for Batavia and Singapore gums 
Was a stationary one last week. Prices 
for the standard A/E gradings of the 
Batavia article were around 11%4c. to 
12c. per pound, while the Singapore No. 
1 product was named at 15%c. to 1léc. 
per pound. Relatively there was not 
much trading in either last week. 

Elemi.—Neither the No. 1 nor No. 2 
gradings of this article have shown any 
particular movement. Prices named 
were purely of a nominal character and 
represented the figures obtained at the 
most recent sales. There was virtu- 
ally no demand for the article last 
week. 

Kauri.—This market continued with- 
out a change in conditions. Users were 
almost entirely absent from the mar- 
ket and the prices that were named 
represented merely the nominal level 
of values. 

Sandarac.—This gum also occupied a 
position of idleness as the market 
passed through the period under re- 
view. The reigning figure was 19c. per 
pound with few takers. 


Other Paint Materials 


Spottiness was the general order of 
things in the market for mineral 
whites and other paint materials. Like 
many other commodities, the suppliers 
reported a fair movement on one day 
and virtually nothing the next. The 
aggregate showed a slight improve- 
ment, however. Should it continue in 
this fashion it will probably show a 
small but comfortable margin of in- 
crease during February. 

Bronze Powder.—There was nothing 
of newness in this market last week. 
Price schedules have not shown any 
recent changes, although there was a 
good deal of cutting reported. 

Casein.—Quiet was again the chief 
feature of this market. Prices were not 
changed last week, but showed with 
a tone of easiness. 

China Clay.—Prices for domestic 
material at the mines and also the 
imported article held unchanged, while 
trading was confined within narrow 
limits. 

Rottenstone.—Neither the domestic 
nor imported varieties of this article 
have shown a recent change. The for- 
mer was priced at $23.50 to $28 per ton 
at the mines. Demands were of a 
spasmodic nature last week. 

Smalt.—Small lot demands consti- 
tuted the business in this article,

Robert D. Sullivan, who became 
Western division manager at Chicago 
for Valentine & Co., manufacturer of 
paints, varnishes, and lacquers, New 
York, in July, 1930, has resigned. Prior 
to going with the Valentine organiza- 
tion, Mr. Sullivan had been with the 
Glidden Company in Chicago and later 
in New Orleans for a total of twelve 
years. 


National Lead Earnings 
Were Halved in 1930 


The National Lead Company and its 
subsidiaries eurned a net profit of 
$4,675,098, or the equivalent of $7.58 a 
share on its common stock, for the year 
ended December 31, 1930, after ex- 


penses, depreciation, depletion and 
taxes, according to the report made 
public February 18. This compared with 


a net profit of $10,222,897, or $25.49 a 
share reported for 1929, the latter in- 
cluding a non-recurring profit from the 
sale of capital assets, comprising the 
company’s stock holdings in Williams, 
Harvey & Co., Ltd., of England. With 
this elimination the 1930 earnings were 
approximately one-half of those of 
1929. 

In his formal report accompanying 
the financial statement Edward J. Cor- 
nish, president, pointed out that there 
Was an average decrease of 24 percent 
in the tonnage in all departments ot 
the company’s business in 1930. The 
declines were large as compared to 
1929, which was the most prosperous 
in the company’s history, these de- 
creases ranging from 9 to 39 percent 
and being as follows: 
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Referring to the future prospects of 
the company, he stated that there was 
reason to believe that the company’s 
customers in 1930 had uniformly re- 
duced their stocks of merchandise. 
Continuing, he said:— 

Ordinarily, we would manufacture and 
sell what is consumed; the orders from 
our customers being in close keeping with 
their sales. We believe that during the 
year just closed our sales were affected 
net only by the decreased consumption 
by the ultimate consumers, but by the 
decreased inventories carried by our cus- 
tomers. It is therefore a reasonable ex- 
pectation that our customers’ stocks being 
low, we will be called upon to supply all 
of our products that are consumed by the 
ultimate consumer, and that our immedi- 
ate customers may (if times improve) in- 
crease their inventories, which would add 
to our sales 

Any other expression of our expecta- 
tions or hopes would involve a discussion 
of world conditions and universal busi- 
ness troubles not within the province vi 
this report. 

In an informal discussion of the re- 
port Mr. Cornish later stated his belief 
that the present period of depression 
and readjustment is the best thing 
which has happened for the world in 
a long time because it will wipe out 
inflation and fantasies caused by the 
war. It will bring the country back to 
thrift and industry, he said, after a pe- 
riod of extravagance and thus back to 
prosperity. At the present time, he 
concluded, one-half the world—produc- 
ers of foods and other commodities— 
have gotten back to a pre-war basis, 
while the other half—-in industrial cen- 
ters—continue on a war-time basis, 
Which unbalance has to be adjusted. 

Contrary to the company’s experi- 
ence in past depressions, sales of oil 
and lead fail to pick up. Mr. Cornish 
attributed this to the condition that 
the average man, because of instalment 
sales plans, was pledged far ahead on 
credit when business depression arrived 
and could not, therefore, use his idle 
days to paint. 

The formal report revealed that dur- 
ing the year the company had pur- 
chased all of the preferred stock and 
60 percent of the common stock of the 
Morris P. Kirk & Sons, Inc., treaters 
and sellers of secondary metals, Los 
Angeles; also the plant and physical 
assets of the Evans-Wallower Lead 
Company, lead oxide manufacturer, St. 
Louis. During the year, the Cinch Ex- 
pansion Bolt & Engineering Company 
and the Williams-Harvey Corporation, 
both of New York, were dissolved. 

The balance sheet as of December 31, 
1930, showed total assets of $105,827,- 
365 as compared with $108,458,883 at 
the end of the previous year. Current 
assets totaled $48,803,172 and current 
liabilities were $5,462,384 compared 
With $54,216,813 and $7,964,949 in the 
previous year. Surplus December 31, 
1930, was $21,462,641 against $21,591,585 
on the same date in the previous year. 





Lead Cost Probe Ordered 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16, 1931. 


The senate today adopted a resolu- 
tion directing the United States Tariff 
Commission to conduct an investiga- 
tion into the cost of producing lead, 

The resolution was introduced by 
Senator William H. King of Utah and 
directs the commission to investigate 
the differences in foreign and domes- 
tic costs of producing lead in 1928, 1929, 
and 1930, proceeding under section 336 
of the tariff act of 1930, but report- 
ing its findings directly to the senate. 

Bulk lead now bears a duty of 2% 
cents per pound and lead ore is duti- 
able at 11%4 cents per pound on the lead 
content.

Mr. Teagle declared that the new con- 
cern has no connection with his com- 
pany or its affiliate. His statement 
continued: 

The Wade process has been known to 
the Standard Oil Company (N, J.) as a 
vapor phase cracking process for many 
years. It was investigated by the com- 
pany at the instigation of the inventor, 
H. ¢. Wade. who is reported as chair- 
man of the Standard Hydrogenation Cor- 


poration. These investigations were made 
beginning in 191%, and were based upon 
reported experimental or commercial op- 


erations of the process at different times 
up to 1929 in plants at Marianao, Cuba; 
Long Beach and Imperial, California; 
Linden, New Jersey and Fort Worth, 
Texas. 

The term “hydrogenation” if applied to 
high temperature oil decomposing opera- 
tions of this kind has not the meaning 
generally attached to “hydrogenation 
process” in the oil industry at the pres- 
ent time The type of plant required, 
the technique used, and the products ob- 
tained are radically different. The sim- 
larity between the process of the Stand- 
ard Hydrogenation Company and the 
process of the Hydro Patents Company is 
therefore helieved to be verbal only, if it

Trade in many oils, fats and 
continued quiet, consumers 
still heing disposed to adhere to the 
same hand-to-mouth policy in making 
purchases that they had adhered to for 
many months past despite the abnor- 
mally low prices prevailing for various 
products. 

Tallow weakened, sales being re- 
ported at a further decline of %e. per 
pound, which carried the market down 
to the lowest level reached in a period 
covering many years, though the tone 
of that commodity was regarded by 
some late in the week as steadier. The 
Chicago market for hogs had an easier 
tone, quotations being 25c. to 30e.

Rains were re- 
ported last week at many points in the 
region east of the Mississippi, but cor- 
respondence seemed to indicate that 
preparations for the next cotton crop 
have made more rapid progress re- 
cently and that the situation in this 
respect is better than it was awhile 
back. Sales of fertilizers thus far 
show a considerable decrease as com- 
pared with last season, it is stated, 
and predictions continued to be heard 
of a sharp cut in the next area devoted 
to cotton.

Commercial production of crude petroleum in the domestic 
fields, as estimated by the Oil, Paint & Drug Reporter, has 
amounted this year from January 1 to February 21 to 108,796,-

Revision downward of the official 
price schedule on soda bicarbonate and 
un advance in the price for tin oxide 
were the outstanding developments in 
the market for the heavy chemicals 
during the week just ended. The mar- 
ket otherwise was. strictly routine, 
With a dragging tendency noted here 
and a slightly improved condition noted 
there. However, the market asa whole 
passed through a comparatively favor- 
able week. 

The new price schedule on soda bi- 
carbonate was the result of the en- 
deavor on the part of the leading pro- 
ducers to bring a stabilized condition 
into that market, inasmuch as reports 
were relating that a shading of prices 
Was taking place in certain directions 
of the market. The schedule revealed 
an establishment of a firmer differ- 
ential on the than car lot deliv- 
eries. 

The advance in the price of the tin 
oxide was due to the higher price for 
Straits tin, which moved forward fol- 
lowing the report that the Dutch East 
indian government was in accord with 
the new restriction plan. 

This new plan carries two important 
points, which provide for the beginning 
of the curb on March 1, and control 
not only of exports, but also of pro- 
duction. Control] will be effected —v an 
international committee appointed by 
the different governments. The pro- 
posed reduction for 1931 is 145,000 tons, 
and while some trade circles were of 
the belief that this was a little high, 
it was pointed out that 1930 production 
would mount to 155,000 tons, which is

Copperas.— With the steel mill oper- 
ation increasing in a rather slow man- 
ner, being moved up one percent to 51 
percent last week, the tone in the mar- 
ket for copperas was decidedly firm.

Prices were unchanged from the 
levels that have been in effect for 
sometime past.

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Muscle Shoals Plan 
Devised by Congress 
(Continued from page /8) 


Uncompleted portions of the original 
Muscle Shoals project are to be fin- 
ished, and the bill also provides for 
construction of the controversial hydro- 
electric plant at Cove Creek, Tenn., as 
a means of stabilizing the flow of the 
Tennessee River. Surplus power not 
needed by the lessee in producing fer- 
tilizer nor by the government corpora- 
tion in its fertilizer experiments is to 
be sold, preference being given to 
States and municipalities, and if neces- 
sary government-owned power trans- 
mission lines are to be constructed. 


Patents Use Authorized 


The government corporation would 
have authority to use all patents listed 
in the United States Patent Office 
without charge, for the advancement 
of its projects. 

The lessee, if one can be found within 
twelve months of the passage of the 
act, is to have control of nitrate plants 
No. 1 and No. 2, the Waco limestone 
quarry and all the buildings, switch- 
yards, and equipment built as parts of 
the nitrate project. The terms of the 
lease are to be set by the President. 
The lessee must use the plants ex- 
clusively for the production of fertil- 
izer or fertilizer ingredients but may 
sell necessary products which it may 
process in order to market. 

The lessee must produce a_nitro- 
genous plantfood suitable for direct 
application to the land and within three 
years and six months must be produc- 
ing at the rate of 10,000 tons of fixed 
nitrogen annually, with periodic in- 
creases until at the end of twelve years 
the nitrate plants are operating at 
maximum capacity. It is provided that, 
if there is no market for this fer- 
tilizer, the plants may be closed down 
as long as fertilizer representing 2,500 
tons of fixed nitrogen remains in stock 
Waiting for sale. 

This fertilizer is to be sold at cost 
plus 8 percent on the turnover, and 
the cost is to include the rent paid by 
the lessee plus 6 percent interest on 
plant improvements, but not royalties 
on any processes it may control.

The compromise provision which

would he attracted to the proposal.

Petroleum Freights 
Are Revised by I.C.C. 


Complete Changes Made in 
Rates on Refined Products in 
South, Southwest and East 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16, 1931. 
Complete revisions of the freight 
rates on refined petroleum products in 
the Southwest, the South, and the East 
were announced by the Interstate Com- 


merce Commission today. The de- 
cisions are in parts 4 and 4-A of 
Docket 17,000, the general freight rate 


revisions being made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission under the 
Hoch-Smith resolution. The commis- 
sion prescribed maximum rates 
tween key points which in general are 


De- 


somewhat higher than those now in 
effect, but permitted the railroads to 


establish rates under these maxima if 
deemed necessary to meet competition. 
No orders were issued, but the rail- 


roads were given four months in 
which to comply with the findings.

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Fertilizer Materials 


Enactment of Farm Loan Measure Initiates More 
Encouragement -- Congressional Committee Would 
Lease Muscle Shoals Nitrate Plants to Private Interests 


Although subject to a division of 
opinion as to its effect. the enactment 
of the farm loan bill last week initi- 
ated a tone of encouragement among 
the major portion of the suppliers of 
fertilizer raw materials. No partic- 
ular multiplication of orders followed 
the movement, and there will probably 
be no visible reaction for a few weeks 
until the mechanics for function and 
distribution of the local have been set 
up. However, there was a more en- 
couraging current of talk at the cen- 
ters of supply. Demands for fertilizer 
crudes last week were about as lim- 
ited as the preceding week. 

A development of the past week 
which indicated the climax to a ten- 
year wrangle was a compromise agree- 
ment of Congressional conferees on the 
manner in which the Muscle Shoals 
project should be operated. The meas- 
ure as drafted by the conferees and 
which will shortly be presented to the 
House provided that the fertilizer 
plants should be leased to private oper- 
ators and that the government must 
find a lessee for the plant within a year 
after the passage of the bill or else 
operate the nitrate plants itself. Nego- 
tiations for the lease of the plant will 
be carried on by the President. The 
contract lease for the plant would be 
for fifty years with a monthly rental 
fixed by the President. It will be pre- 
sented for the consideration of the 
House within a few days.

In com- 
pany with suppliers of other materials, 
the sellers entertained a brighter sen- 
timent resulting from the passage of 
the farm loan bill, but it was quite 
likely that the mechanics of the loan 
distribution will not be in regular func- 
tion for some weeks, Notwithstanding 
the continued lack of buying, the sell-

Prices of Paradichlorobenzene Reduced--Slackening 
In Demand in the Basic Products Noted--Quotations 
On Benzene Remain Steady--Dark Colors in Demand 


The price feature in the market for 
the various coaltar products consisted 
of a downward revision of the quota- 
tions for paradichlorobenzene. The 
market otherwise was dull and fea- 
tureless. The call was spotty through- 
out the period under review and was 
marked by the placing of several rush 
orders from divers directions. Indi- 
cations were that regular consumers 
were depending upon the leading sell- 
ers for rush delivery whenever a 
slight pickup in the demand for their 
finished products was noted. How- 
ever, the conservative policy of step- 
ping up production schedules predomi- 
nated, with manufacturing consumers 
preferring to adhere to that policy 
until something tangible in the way of 
ictual demand necessitates an aban- 
cdonment of this method. 

The slowness of pickup in industrial 
activities may be gleaned from the 
steel operations. Steel mill ingot out- 
put was stepped up to 51 percent, 
compared with 50 percent of capacity 
in the previous week and 44 percent a 
month ago. The improvement last 
week was due to the buying of tin 
plate specifications by the automobile 
industry, and, according to Iron Age, 
the releases given by the major rail- 
road systems and the pushing of pub- 
lic construction work because of the 
favorable weather conditions were also 
contributory causes. 

Sellers of benzene indicated that the 
slight expansion of buying by the 
automobile industry failed to mate- 
rially influence the taking of shipments 
by the rubber industry to an appre-

Benzene.—Although shipments on all 

sides were taken with a sense of cau- 

tion, the volume of the demand was 
of sufficient size to enable sellers to 
maintain the prices that have been in 
effect over recent past weeks. While 
a slight expansion was noted in the 
shipments to the automobile industry, 
the kindred lines of manufacturing, the 
rubber and auto accessory lines es- 
pecially, continued to adhere to the 
conservative method of stepping up of 
production schedules. This method 
was being retained, it was stated, be- 
cause of the fact that dealers’ sales of 
cars were not in proportion to the 
turnover averaged at the motor vehicle 
plants, aside from the fact that the 
rubber industry finished 1930 with an 
excessive inventory of finished goods 
on the shelves. Steel mill operations 
were stepped up one percent to 51 per- 
cent of operating capacity last week.

ciable extent. This was said to be

Fertilizer Freight Study 
In Louisiana Is Ordered 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16, 1931. 

An investigation of the freight rates 
on mixed carloads of fertilizer and fer- 
tilizer materials within the State of 
Louisiana has been ordered by the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

The investigation is an extension of 
the investigation ordered by the com- 
mission October 13, 1930, into all intra- 
state freight rates on fertilizers in 
Louisiana east of the Mississippi and 
in the State of Mississippi. The re- 


vised order stated that the order of 
the Louisiana Public Service Commis- 
son of September 27, 1930, which 


sturted the original inquiry, has been 
interpreted to mean that the railroads 
are required to maintain intrastate 
rates on mixed carloads of fertilizer 
and fertilizer materials at a level lower 
than that authorized by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The investi- 
gation is to determine whether the 
rates required by the two State com- 
missions cause any undue or unreason- 
thle advantage or preference for in- 
trastate commerce as against inter- 
state and foreign commerce and what 
rates should be prescribed.

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Oils Interchangeability 
Urged as Tariff Guide 
(Continued from page 19) 
Philippine Oil Cost 


A detailed discussion of the cost of 
producing copra and coconut oil in 
the Philippine Islands was presented 
to the commission by General Frank 
McIntyre, representative of Dwight W. 
Davis, Governor-General of the islands. 


He pointed out that the cost of pro- 
ducing copra in the Vhilippines dit- 
fers Widely among provinces, that 


Philippine copra mills can operate only 
because there is a United States duty 
on all coconut oil except that from 
the Philippines; and that copra is the 
prime object of coconut growing; 
Whereas, American cottonseed oil is a 
by-product and there is a tendency 
toward reduction of cotton acreage in 
this country. 

He read a cable from Governor 

Davis giving the results of a number 
of various studies of copra production 
in different provinces and plantations. 
fhe minimum figures for the costs ot 
producing copra and delivering it to 
the mill ranged trom 6.99 pesos to 15.12 
pesos per picul. Governor Davis ex- 
pressed the opinion that 10.25 pesos pet 
picul was the average cost, as it rep- 
resented an actual study of the pro- 
duction of 30 percent of all copra pro- 
duced in the Islands and included all 
elements of cost. This figure was said 
to be equal to 3.07 cents per pound of 
copra, although the cablegram de- 
clared that the average price received 
Was 2.15 cents per pound. 
_ General McIntyre declared that there 
is little chance of increasing copra 
production in the Philippine Islands 
and that crushing mills in the United 
States have a slight advantage over 
Philippine crushers. To show that 
copra and coconut oil do not replace 
other edible oils, he pointed out that 
large quantities of other oils and fats 
are imported into the Philippine Is- 
lands and that in Europe coconut oil 
has not displaced higher-priced oils. 
He said that coconut oil does not com- 
pete in the United States with cotton- 
seed oil and though it is used in oleo- 
margarine, the consumption of butter 
has increased rapidly during the period 
ot greatest coconut oil consumption. 


The Milk Producers’ Side 


The principal witness for domestic in- 
terests was Charles W. Holman, sec- 
retary of the National Co-operative 
Milk Producers Federation, who de- 
clared he spoke for 350,000 dairy 
farmers. He told the commission 
that the dairy industry did not urge 
this investigation but is vitally inter- 
ested in its outcome because butter fat 
has the largest production of any sin- 
gle fat in this country and that coco- 
nut oil, palm-kernel oil, palm oil, and 
sesame oil do compete with butter. 


_To show the displacement of domes- 

tic by foriegn oils in the manufacture 
of oleomargarine, Mr. Holman present- 
ed a table, based on internal revenue 
statistics, showing the consumption of 
all ingredients in margarin manufac- 
ture for an extended period. He com- 
pared particularly the years 1917 and 
1927, when practically the same 
amounts of margarin were produced, 
and he said that the 1917 production 
used no palm oil, no sesame oil, no 
palm-kernel oil, 61,773,000 pounds of 
coconut oil, 96,378,000 pounds of oleo 
oil, 36,454,000 pounds of cottonseed oil, 
and 21,593 pounds of peanut oil; 
whereas in 1927 margarin manufacture 
consumed 955,000 pounds of palm oil, 
129,000 pounds of sesame oil, 955,000 
pounds of palm-kernel oil, 141,000,000 
pounds of coconut oil, 45,477,000 pounds 
of oleo oil, 24,801,000 pounds of cotton- 
— oil, and 5,459 pounds of peanut 
oil. 


Palm oil is the future great menace 
to the dairy industry, Mr. Holman de- 
clared. Because its use in oleomar- 
garin has been authorized without 
subjecting the product to tax, oleo- 
margarin can be colored with palm oil 
and its sale will increase to the com- 
mercial detriment of butter. 

Mr. Holman, it was, who urged the 
commission to make what he said 
would be the first real study of the 
utilization of various oils’ interchange- 
ably. Asserting that Congress had 
looked on palm oil as inedible, in con- 
structing the tariff schedules, he said 
that the commission cannot rest on 
present_ practices, but must look into 
future processes, as the development 
of vegetable oil chemistry has been 
very rapid in recent years. 

He urged that the commission make 
a provisional finding and hold a hear- 
ing on this before making a final re- 
port to Congress. Questioned by Mr. 
Gordon, Mr. Holman declared that the 
dairy industry would continue to fight 
for legislation to place a tax on oleo- 
margarin made with palm oil, but he 
declared that this would not be of 
much benefit because palm oil is such 
a valuable ingredient and so low in 
price that it will either be used 
bleached or else the tax will be paid 
and the yellow product will continue 
on the market. 


Fish Oil Costs High 


William R. Morse, of the Triton Oil 
& Fertilizer Company, Long Island, 
appeared on behalf of the American 
Fish Oil Association and other fish 
interests in American waters. He said 
confidential costs would be submitted 
jater, but it appeared that the approx- 
imate average cost of producing fish 
oil in the United States is 50 cents per 
gallon. He said many plants are shut 
down because of low prices and be- 
cause costs in the American fishing 
industry are based on American 
standards of living and of commodity 
prices. Fish oil, he said, apparently is 
in competition with every other kind 
ot oil, and manufacturers who former- 
ly used it have shown they can get 
along without it. 

J. R. Manning, chemist in the United 
States Bureau of Fisheries, told the 
commission he knows of no _ basic 
chemical reason why all oils are not 
interchangeable if properly refined and 
hydrogenated. The process, he said, is 
cheaper than it used to be, and will 
make almost any oil edible. He de- 
scribed recent tests on animals, which 
showed that oils of high free fatty acid 
content are not indigestible, as was 
formerly supposed. He said that the 
Bureau of Fisheries is experimenting 
with the use of domest%y fish oils in 
animal nutrition and that menhaden oil 
can be made equal to the best medici- 
nal codliver oil in vitamin D content 
He added that fish oils are used ir 
margarine in Europe, and that on the 
Pacific coast domestic fish oils and 
whale oil are being used in lard com- 
pounds. 

A. M. Loomis, secretary of the Na 
tional Dairy Union, who spoke also for 
the Texas Cottonseed Crushers’ Asso- 
ciation, asked the commission that it 
recommend to Congress that all animal 
vegetable and marine oils be listed in 
the agricultural schedule of the tariff 
law rather than in the chemical sched- 
ule; that all cost studies start with 
actual costs of producing raw materials 
and not with prices paid by processers: 
that the commission make a full inves- 
tigation and report of the interchange- 
ability of the various oils from a tech- 
nical, «hemical and economic stand- 
point; and that the commission 
ommend elimination of the erroneous 
tariff classification of oils as edible and 
inedible. 

Throughout the hearing Mr. Loomis 
questioned witnesses about substitutes 
for the oils they were discussing and 
of the possibilities of hydrogenation otf 
various oils to meet special conditions. 
He was given permission by the com- 
mission to file at a later date a state- 
ment on the interchangeability of oils. 

W. R. Ogg, representing the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, urged the 
commission to make a thorough study 
of the gosts of producing domestic oils 
and fats, such as butter, lard, tallow, 
cottonseed oil, peanut oil, and corn oil 
He said potential uses of oil should be 
given as great consideration as actual 
present uses,

J. D. Craig, of Spencer Kellogg & 
Sons, presented a technical paper, of 


which he read excerpts, describing the 
physical and chemical properties of the 
various oils, with the view of showing 
that universal interchangeability is 
impossible. He also outlined some of 
the difficulties facing copra mills in the 
Philippine Islands. 

Du Val Moore, of the Eldorado Oil 
Works, San Francisco, told the com- 
mission that copra crushers in this 
country cannot vompete with Oriental 
mills, and the importation of foreign 
coconut oil has reduced the price level 
in this country. 

Summing up the testimony, Mr. Gor- 
don told the commission that the oils 
are universally classified into three 
groups:—Drying oils, edible oils, and 
nondrying industrial oils. He described 
the properties of the various classes 
and pointed out their dissimilarity and 
the impossibility of interchange except 
in the case of certain border-line oils. 
He presented a pamphlet composed ot 
letters from oil chemists and professors 
supporting this classification and this 
opinion regarding interchangeability.

Refrigeration Safety 
Code Issued by A.S.A. 


The American Standards Association 
has published a manual including the 
safety code for mechanical refrigera- 
tion formulated by a joint technical 
committee representing twenty-eight 
organizations. The work of preparing 
the code covered ten years and was 
directed by the American Standards 
Association and the American Society 
of Refrigerating Engineers. The code 
was approved in October, 1930. 


The safety code covers all types of 
refrigerating systems. Its scope com- 
prises definitions, classification of re- 
frigerating systems, industrial and 
commercial systems, unit systems, and 
apartment dwelling systems, and ap- 
plies to their safe installation, opera- 
tion and inspection. 

The manual also contains informa- 
tion in respect of the development of 
the code and lists the advantages 
which may be expected to result from 
the adoption of uniform regulations.

Prices of Corn Starches and Dextrins Are Cut--No 
Reflection of Spanish Disturbance in Cochineal Prices 
--Demand Slow--January Cotton Consumption Down 


Reductions in the prices for corn 
Starch and dextrin featured the mar- 
ket for dyestuffs and tanstuffs during 
the week just ended. These downward 
revisions were a culmination of an ir- 
regular grain market. The demand in 
all directions continued slow, with the 
textile and tanning industries main- 
taining a restricted buying policy. 

Although the cables from China and 
the majority of other primary points 
continued firm, the lagging tendency 
in the local demand served as a coun- 
teracting force, with the result that 
the price position of these various im- 
ported materials was undisturbed. 
Ilowever, the feature of the imported 
materials was the resistance shown in 
the prices for cochineal to the unset- 
tlement noted in the exchange value 
of the Spanish peseta in fhe early part 
of the week. The exchange rate of 
the peseta dropped with rise of revo- 
lutionary forces that brought about the 
fall of the Spanish cabinet. However, 
“a more settled condition was in evi- 
dence as the week came to a close. 

Regarding the various divisions of 
the textile industry, it was stated that 
the cotton textiles reported a pickup 
in some lines, while wool goods were 
active to such an extent that some 
mills were running on a twenty-four 
hour per day production = schedule. 
Knit goods showed a firming tendency 
in certain branches and operation 
schedules in the silk mills were mark- 
ing time until some settlement appears 
in the price movements in the raw 
silk market. The rayon industry was 
slightly better during recent weeks, but

Antimony Salts.—The local market 
for the needle and oxide materials con- 
tinued to be a rather slow affair last 
week, but the firm cables from China 
enables local sellers to maintain the 
prices at the levels of the preceding 
week. 

Potash Bichromate.—A steady to firm 
tone characterized the buying here last 
week. The spot buying was attributed 
to the covering of near-by needs of 
special lines in the tanning industry 
that have experienced a slight pickup. 
Shipments, however, were reported to 
be moving forward to other quarters 
of consumption in good volume.

The tex- 
tile industry was reported to have 
placed a number of small sized orders 
in the market, with the result that the 
tone of the market was somewhat firm. 
Prices conformed to the schedule in 
effect: previously. 

Zinc Dust.—The market here was 
strictly routine last week, and prices 
held at the levels quoted in the pre- 
ceding week. Dealers stated that a 
fair amount of orders were on the books 
for delivery through the remainder of 
the first quarter.

While the 
textile industry as a whole adhered to 
a rather restricted buying policy, the 
small-sized purchases for nearby 
needs served to keep prices of the 
various raw materials of the dyestuffs 
market fairly steady in tone. 

Interest was shown in the govern- 
ment cotton consumption report that 
indicated that 454,188 bales were con- 
sumed during January, exclusive of 
linters, compared with 576,160 bales a 
year ago. There were 1,613,475 bales 
of cotton on hand in consuming estabh- 
lishments on January 31, against 
1,825,793 on January 31, 1930. A total 
of 7,939,454 bales were on hand in pub- 
lic storage and at compresses for the 
same period, compared with 5,404,731 
bales on January 31, 1930. There were 
25,611,458 spindles active during Jan- 
uary, compared with 29,177,228 spin- 
dles in the same month a year ago. 
Exports of domestic cotton during the 
month under review amounted to 624,- 
631 bales, compared with 728,737 in 
January last year. 

Although some special lines in the 
tanning industry have been operating 
on production schedules that were 
nearing capacity, in view of the large 
amount of orders on hand for the 
Kaster fabrics, buying in the industry 
as a whole continued to lag last week. 
Occasional small-sized orders about 
constituted the buying. However, pri- 
mary market factors tended to steady 
the prices of the various raw materials. 
Such was the disposition of the gath- 
erers of the valonia crop who have 
displayed a tendency to turn to other 
crops and allow the valonia to rot in 
the field because of the small remun- 
eration. By virtue of this action the 
prices in the local market were firm.

It was generally 
conceded that that industry has a 
fairly large surplus of the crystals on 
hand, All quotations remained un- 
altered, 

Indigo.—W hile shipments of the syn- 
thetic material were reported to be 
progressing at a favorable pace against 
standing contracts, the spot market 
activities consisted of the filling of 
small jobbing orders. Likewise small 
sized orders constituted the call for 
the natural product. Quotations all 
around reveaied no change. 

Turkey Red Oil.—No developments 
that tendered to disturb the quiet 
in this market during recent weeks 
Were noted However, sellers stated 
that major consumers were taking fair- 
sized orders against outstanding con- 
tracts. Prices were without change. 

Turmeric.—Alleppy root was sharply 
lower for shipment. Consumers con- 
tinued to defer the taking of sizable 
commitments while awaiting further 
developments. Spot prices of the vari- 
ous sorts were unaltered, 


Sizing Materials 


Albumen.—The absence of offerings 
from the primary markets continued 
to be a conspicuous factor here last 
week, However, the local demand con- 
tinued to lag, but prices for the egg 
material were decidedly firm through- 
out the period under review. 

Dextrin.—The irregular trend noted 
in the corn market recently brought a 
20-point reduction in the prices of the 
various grades of this material.

Mercury at Lowest Price in Years Brings Sharp Cut 


In All Mercurials--Agar Agar Is Higher as Stocks 
Shrink--Producers Reduce Prices on Cadmium Metal 


Lower quotations for mercurials and 
quicksilver, cocoa butter in bulk, and 
cadmium metal combined with a higher 
ind stronger market for agar agar to 
make the price features last week in 
the market for drugs and fine chemi- 
cals. Demand in the market as a 
whole was reported to have been very 
being stimulated by seasonable 
considerations that brought out an ex- 
cellent call for specialties for treatment 
of the influenza, the grippe and com- 
mon colds. Undertones in the market 
as an entity were said to be about firm, 
though the competitive character pre- 
vailing in most branches of commerce 


were not lacking in the fine chemical 
and drug groups. 

Quicksilver dropped to a new low, 
reaching a point the lowest for many 
years and indicating the absence of a 
normal consumption of the article 
when sales totals are compared with 
those in other years. Mercurial man- 
ufacturers have been working on low 
cost mercury for a long time but have 


managed to keep mercurial quotations 
fairly high. This was of aid to one 
producer, who had a year contract 
with the Italian-Spanish combine at a 
price far higher than that at which 
dometsic metal was available. That 
contract has expired and the revision 
in mercurial prices has at last reflected 
in part at least the price at which 
quicksilver can be bought at the do- 
mestic mines today. 

Cadmium metal was’ reduced in 
price to prevent profitable buying in 


to a low point and reducing profits to 
a size productive of dissatisfaction on 
the part of some sellers. 

Agar Agar.—Quotations were higher 
Scarcity of the No. 2 quality was said 
increasing and to have already 
reached a point making it difficult for 
sellers to fill the needs of buvers.

The new quotations were:—one-third, 
2c. lower at 92c. per pound; fifty per- 
cent, 3c. lower at $1.25; thirty percent, 
Ye. cheaper at 89c. 

Potash lodide.—A very fair demand 
in a firm market was noted. The tak- 
ings were well in line with the volume 
to be normally expected at this time 
of year. Quotations were well main- 
tained, 

Quicksilver.—The quotations here 
were reduced to the basis of $100 to 
$102 per flask, the lowest price to pre- 
vail for metal in many years. The 
quotations prevailed on metal of do- 
mestic origin. Information from abroad 
indicated that the official quotation of 
the Mercurio Europeo was being main- 
tained and obtained on the Continent. 
Furthermore, private advices suggest 
that despite rumors to the contrary, a 
reduction in the official price named by 
the combined Spanish and Italian pro- 
ducers is unlikely. Some fair sized 
buying on account of one of the larger

manufacturing consumers was re- 
ported. 

Red Precipitate.—Quotations were 
reduced 6c. to the basis’ of $2.05 per 
pound, This was in line with the 


steadily shrinking cost to produce the 
article. Raw material has dropped 
without ceasing for many months and 
at the moment is the cheapest in many 
years. 

White Precipitate.—The market was 
competitive because of decreasing pro- 
duction costs based on cheap raw 
material, Producers reduced quota- 
tions 6c, to the basis of $2.13 per pound. 

Silver Nitrate—The schedule of 
prices since the last report prevailed 
at the following levels, covering quan- 
tities of 100 ounces; small lots cost 
from le. to 2c, more per ounce, and 
quantities of 500 ounces are quoted at 
about le. less; comparison of New 
York and London prices for bullion

Drug Incorporated has reported net 
profit of $21,130,698 for the year ended 
December 31, 1930, after expenses,

on 2,673,713 shares, in 1929 

The net for 1930 included the earn 
ings of Household Products, Ine., and 
Vick Chemical Company, which were 
acquired during the year, their in- 
come being figured as if they had been 
owned for the full period.

Hungarian Chamomile Advances as Arrivals Are 
Detained -- Dandelion Weakens Again as Demand 
Lags--Fleaseed Acreage Abroad Probably Large 


A fair-sized demand for botanical 
drugs was reported in this market 
during the past week. Rather more 
interest was being displayed by the 
leading and other manufacturing con- 
sumers. Inquiries direct from buyer 
to dealer or importer were more thin 
fairly numerous and seemed to indi- 
cate that a growing need to purchase 
in more liberal quantities was a prom- 
for improvement in the market 
senerally in the weeks of the spring 
quarter. In terms of tonnage sold, 
there was no doubting the improve- 
ment of business, but in terms of dol- 
lars and cents the situation was not 
satisfactory, owing to the fact that 
prices have been driven so low as to 
all but eliminate gross profits. As for 
a net profit on sales as a whole, deal- 
ers were a unit in the belief that the 
returns were more likelv to be produc- 
tive of a net loss when overhead and 
other expenses were reckoned. 

A\ feature of the week was the 
turn of chamomile flowers to the active 
list of price improvements. The fact 
that some lots recently quoted at low 
prices to-arrive had been detained, or 
at least had not been released, by the 
Department of Agriculture resulted in

Buckthorn.— Quiet trading was the 
rule but prices seemed to be quite firm 
in most directions and free from com- 
petition of the sort likely to bring un- 
settlement of the market. 

Butternut.—Quotations were Se. to 
9c. per pound in a market of steady 
proportions and freedom from unusual 
competition or any general tendency 
toward shading of openly acknowl- 
edged prices. Demand seemed to be 
rather small. 

Canella Alba.—Hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing was the rule in most instances and 
the result was a mighty quiet week 
during which sufficient business was 
done to confirm previous prices at 
2514c. to 26c. per pound. 

Cascara Sagrada.—A stable market 
seemed to prevail on the spot, although 
the demand for substantial quantities

the development of a partial scarcity 
of stocks. This enabled those with 
supplies to obtain higher prices. At 
the close of the period the market 
seemed firm, but releases of the mer- 
chandise in stock would quickly end 


the situation that prevailed last week. 

Declines in prices outnumbered ad- 
vances by so wide a margin as to 
make clear that the improvement in 
tonnage sold has not changed the com- 
petitive and price shading character- 
istics of the market. 

Angelica root was sharply down, re- 
vision of prices having been delayed 
for reasons not clear, considering the 
general liquidation that prices , had 
been subjected to for weeks on end. 
Dandelion was shaded again. The 
market had been weak for weeks and 
the competition was no less keen last 
week for the fact that Spring and 
probably better demand spreads 
ahead. Fleaseed receded _ slightly. 
Reports from abroad suggested that a 
large acreage would be planted despite 
the alleged over-production of the ar- 
ticle in France in the crop of 1930. 
Growing of the seed in the United 
States was said to be the subject for 
experimentation. Henna was cheaper, 
though how the prices quoted last 
week could be made to yield a busi- 
ness-like profit was a mystery. Amer- 
ican sarsaparilla root was shaded in 
price, with interest being at low ebb. 
Mandrake root was cheaper and in 
small demand here and in the primary 
market.

Copaiba.—The market was more 
competitive and the tendency of prices 
still seemed to be downward. How-

Elm.—Grinding bark moved very 
well, conditions in general being con- 


sidered. Prices were about steady but 
a tendency toward competition re- 
mained.

Prickly Ash.—Quotations ranged 12c.

for copies of agreements and corre- 


spondence with producers of methanol 
and the names of bureau officials con- 
cerned with the preparation of infor- 
mation circular 6415, information on 
the funds supplied by outside interests, 


and other information on the subject. 
This circular was issued early in the 
Winter with a footnote saying that it 


was prepared in co-operation with the 
three synthetic methanol producers, 
and declared methanol to be safe for 
veasonable use as an antifreeze. 

The resolution does not require ap- 
proval by the house. Its preamble sets 
forth that, last June, at an interde- 
partmental conference on the dangers 
of widespread use of methanol, the 
Public Health Service was requested 
to make a study of the hazards in- 
volved, which study is now underway, 
and although the Bureau of Mines par- 
ticipated in this conference it later is- 
sued its information circular on the 
subject. 

In advocating his resolution Senator 


Broussard attacked the Bureau of 
Mines for its policy of making health 
studies with funds furnished by in- 


dustry, and read an editorial from the 
Journal of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation criticizing the Bureau of Mines 
for its attempt to popularize the use 
of methyl chloride as a refrigerant in 
the face of the association’s attack on 
the hazards of this gas.

pharmacology at the National Institute 


ot Health, declaring that there is evi- 
dence of poisoning from fumes and 


contact with methanol and that its in- 
discriminate use involves a_ serious 
health hazard.

Weakness in California Lemon and Orange Oils 
Emphasized as Large Stocks Fail to Move--Bergamot 
Down as Prices Break Abroad--Mint Oils Are Cut 


Declines increased in number last 
week and came in products noted for 
weakness over so long a period of time 
as to make the developments lacking in 
feature so far as the market in general 
was concerned. Demand remained 
continued to the smaller quantities of 
merchandise that indicate jobbing re- 
quirements in the cases of a number of 
buyers who usually trade in units of 
larger quantity. Competition remained 
the basic and deeply laid foundation of 
the market, and hence profits to buyers 
for consumption were still near to the 
red ink. 

Citrous oils were to the front with 
further weakness. The break toward 
lower levels tended to come in the Cali- 
fornian products. Lemon was cut and 
orange was nominal at the prices 
quoted. Private reports from the Coast 
were to the effect that stocks there 
were large and moving slowly through 
a very narrow outlet to the equally 
small consuming trade. Why the Cali- 
fornian producers should try to secure 
a premium of 30c. per pound over the 
Italian, and 40c. over the West Indian 
article was mystery to the local trade 
offering the imported merchandise. 
Rergamot was reduced on spot, reflect- 
ing lower prices that were cabled from 
Italy, together with news that sug- 
vested the failure of the consortium to 
consort effectively. 


Cardamom was reduced once again, 


this being possible because of the fact

that the cost to this oil had 


break was said to be due to the failure 
of the consortium in Sicily to operate 
along lines certain to bring about sta- 
bilization of prices. 


Bois De Rose.—The interest of buy- 
ers was in small amounts only and 
that fact tended to keep the market 
subject to keen competition and an 


elasticity of price that suggested sub- 
stantial shading in the event of buying 
being along more active lines and in- 


volving normal quantities of both 
kinds of material. Prices were with- 
out open change. 

Camphor. — A routine interest was 
shown in spot offerings, the require- 
ments of most buyers having been 
covered rather fully in the past and 


hence bringing about a decrease in 
demand to limits well within those of 
jobbing proportions. However, sellers 
maintained quotations. 

Cananga.—While demand was not 
large sellers were no longer disposed 
to accept bids for the article, alleging 
that the market had been already 
driven too low. However, in this pol- 
icv of firmer prices the trade received 
little support from manufacturing con- 
sumers. 

Cardamom.—tThe cost of raw mate- 
rial having been very low and _ still 
being low, sellers have been able to 
reduce the spot price for this oil. 
Quotations were dropped to the basis 
of $19 to $20 per pound and it was 
felt that even still further conces- 







been reduced substantially by succes- 
sive and severe declines in the price 
for raw material. Cubeb oil at lower 
levels also reflected a cheaper price for 
raw material. 

Lime oil was out of demand. Spot 
quotations for expressed oil were re- 
duced, as some holders endeavored to 
liquidate stocks in favor of cash in 
hands and without regard for profit 
making. The lower prices for replace- 
ment oil encouraged such develop- 
ments. 

Peppermint and spearmint were 
about as dull as to demand as the 
memory of the local trade could recall. 


Prices for both articles were reduced 
conservatively, and even at the decline 
marked absence of stability empha- 
sized the view that the quoted prices 
were largely nominal and subject to 
further shading on firm orders. Worm- 


seed was down here and not especially 
well maintained in the primary mar- 
ket. The basic weakness in both mar- 
kets was the absence of more than 
nominal interest in offerings.

Gums, Waxes, Shellac 


Gamboge Lower as Sellers Cut Stocks -- Imports of 
Camphor Show Sharp Drop --Textile Printing Gums 
Inactive--African Beeswax Down--Carnauba Uneasy 


Trading: in the gum and wax market 
Wis Curried on along very conservative 
lines throughout the past week. The 
manufacturing requirements of prac- 
tically all buyers were cribbed, cabined 
ind confined. The stocks available in 
the spot market were usually much in 
excess of the consuming capacity of 
manufacturers at the present time. 
That fact tended to soften the market 
so far as quotations were concerned 
and to turn buyers ever in the direc- 
tion of prices subject to shading when 
business of attractive character should 
develop. 

The reduced consumption of gums 
Was quite clearly defined in the re- 
turns published for the calendar years 
of 1930 and 1929 and prepared by the 
Department of Commerce. In all in- 
stances, the imports in 1930 were sub- 
stantially lower than in 1929. Those 
sums moving into the textile industry 
suffered particularly, the totals and 
comparisons in the instances of arabic 
and tragacanth being enlightening as 
to the consumptive capacity of the 
textile printers. Even in an article 
like gum chicle the cut in arrivals was 
marked, Thus far in the new year the 
market has failed to show gains sug- 
gestive of any important increase in 
the first quarter’s imports as compared 
With those in the corresponding quar- 
ter in 1929.

with hesitation, due to uncertainty over 
the outcome of the present unsettled con- 
ditions in the crude oil market. 

The various naphthas for industrial and 
cleaners’ use, and their allied products 
have been quiet and rather dull, without 
change noted in sellers’ quotations, and 


with the buyers interested mainly in 
short-term buying. Some believe ap- 
proach of spring may stimulate this 
market to some extent. 

In gasoline the market has been slow, 
except in the case of contract shipments 
from refineries. Jobbers, however, are 
not buying gasoline in large quantities 
on the outside market because of tank 
wagon and service station price reduc- 
tions of 2c. per gallon at Chicago, In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis, Detroit and other 
points has been accepted by them as 
forerunner of a general reduction over 
the territory. This is associated with 
lower crude prices and in turn fosters 
the belief that tank car gasoline may yo 
still lower. 

Some of the burning oils have been 
weakening a little. This is a natural 
outgrowtii which might have been es- 
pected from the fact that weather has 
been so mild and that the movement of 


these products has been much restricted. 
Price adjustments have been made here 


and there on some of the kerosenes, dis- 
tillates and gas oils, even the zero mia- 
terials being involved, since it has tern
